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Beach Means 
Regular Care 
For the Hair

ONCE you have stocked up on 
suntan oils, creams, and 
beach costumes you may feel 
that you are ready to stretch 
your winterbound muscles in the 
sun and dip repeatedly into the 
exhilarating waves without fur- 
ther beauty worries. But you 
can’t! There is still something to 
be done before you can indulge in 
, these summer pleasures, 

Your skin must be cared for, of 
course, but your hair, loosened to 
the burning sun and wet repeat- 
edly with salt water, also needs 
special care to prevent its coars- 
ening and becoming sunburned 
and unruly. If you are wise you 
will lay out a regular program of

Mas- 
sage again with vigorous move- 
ments, then fasten a double tri- 
angle of gauze over your oily 
locks and leave it in place over- 
night. 

Shampoo your hair in the 
morning with a shampog Jelly, 
liquid castile, or olive oil soap. 
Rinse in four or five waters and 
dry your hair with warm towels. 

Between shampoos, cleanse the 
hair and stimulate thé scalp with 
a tonic especially compounded 
for dry hair—one that contains a 
small amount of oil. Use a rich 
scalp pomade, too, around the 
hairline and worked into the 
ends of the hair to prevent split- 
ting and breaking off. If the ends
